POPE LAMENTS EVILS 
IN WAKE OF WAR 


Letter on St. Joseph's Anniver- 
sary Cites Conditions 
Today. 


ROME, July 31.—Evil conditions. con- 
fronting the world today are outlined 
in a circular letter issued to the Church 
by Pope Benedict today. The purpose 
‘of this letter is to proclaim throughout 
th< world the fiftieth anniversary of the 
decree by which St. Joseph was named 
patron of the Universal Church. The 
Pontiff urges the Catholic world to céle- 
brate, for a. whole year from December 
next, solemn functions in honor of the 


saint. 

‘*When the end of the war came,’ 
says ~~ letter, ‘‘ the minds of men, led 
astray militarist passion, were ex- 
asperate by the length and bitterness 
of -the conflict, and aggravated by 
famine on one side and accumulated 
riches in the hands of a few on the 
other. The war brought about two other 
evils—the dimmution of conjugal fidelity 
and the. diminution of respect for con- 
stituted authority. Licentious habits 
followed, even among yo women, 
and there arose the fatal doctrine of 
Communism, with the absolute destruc- 
tion of dutifu! relations between nations 
and between fathers and children. Terri- 
Lle consequences ensuing have already 
been experienced.”’ 

The letter continues by illustrating 
the efficacy of the patrona of 
Jcseph, “since the society of mankind 
is founded .on the family, and any- 
thing strengthening Christian domestic 
organization , also strengthens human 
society.”’

SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain, July 31 (As- 
sociated Press).—Repatriation of the 
200,000 European prisoners. of war still 
held in Russia and the 160,000 Russians 
in German military prisons was con- 
sidered. by the Council of the League 
of Nations at its session here today. A 
letter from Dr. Fridtjof Nansen, re- 
cently appointed to arrange for the 
transfer of these prisoners, was read. 
Dr. Nansen reported the proposed ex- 
change had been blocked by the Russian 
Soviet Government. 

Plans providing for the transport of 
Russians in ships to Vladivostok were 
formulated, the scheme being that the 
vessels would bring back Europeans, in- 
cluding Czechs and Hungarians, and 
land them at Trieste, but they were #m- 
possible of. execution, Dr. Nansen said, 
because the Soviet Government had re- 
fused to guarantee that Russians would 
be allowed to proceed: from Vladivostok 
to their homes. 

The Council continued its discussion 
of its program in private today, reserv- 
ing announcement of decisions until its 
public session next Tuesday. 

A. J. Balfour of Great Britain pre- 
sented a report on the relations between 
the Council and the Assembly of the 
League, upon which will be based a re- 
port to the Assembly at its meeting to 
be held in Geneva next. November. It 
suggested the determination of the lim- 
itations of the jurisdiction of each body 
and definition of the extent to which 
the powers of both are coextensive 


‘under the covenant. 


Leon Bourgeois of France announced 
to. the Council the foundation at: Brus- 
sels in September of an international 
university by the Union of International 
Associations, comprising about one hun- 
dred different societies. The purpose is 
to organize each summer a course of 
lectures on internatiomal subjects, to 
which students of all nations may be 
admitted. The Council was invited to 
become a patron of this university. It 
is probable, however, it will decide this 
is outside its province, but will approve

TOKIO, Aug. 1 (Associated Press.)— 
The American note dealing with Japan's 
occupation of the northern part of the 
Island of Saghalin appears. to have 
made an unpleasant impression general- 
ly upon the Japanese, but the hope is 
expressed that the Government will be 
able to convince the United Statés that 
the occupation is only of a temporary 
character. ? 

The newspapers in their comment are 
adopting, in the main, three lines of 
opinion. ‘The first, represented by the 
Kokumin Shimbun, is that America’s 
attitude toward Japan is always in the 
nature of a challenge. The second, 
voiced by the Yomi-Yuri Shimbun, is 
that the Japanese militarists are to 
blame for what it declares is the mis- 
conception abroad about Japan. The 
third, expressed by the conservative 
Jiji Shimpo, is that the occupation of 
Russian territory by Japan constituted 
a doubtful policy, liable to cause dif- 
ficulties both at home and abroad. 

After pointing out that Japan had 
clearly stated it had no territorial am- 
bitions, the Yomi-Yuri Shimbun con- 
tinues: 

“It is regrettable, however, that the 
declarations of the Japanese Govern- 
ment are often not taken seriously. The 
powers regard Japan as a country 
which does not mean what it says. The 
most important. reasons for this will 
be found jin the actions of the militarists, 
whose utterances are the cause of the 
Government’s attitude being misunder- 
stood abroad. Unless the militarist evil 
is stamped out, a hundred declarations 
disavowing territorial ambitions will not 
be able to convince the powers.’’ 

The Jiji Shimpo’s view is that Amer- 
ica will come to appreciate Japan’s posi- 
tion if the latter succeeds in making it 
clear that her oceupation is not to be 
permanent. Unhap Ppily. however, it 
points out, Japan’s hesitation over the 
withdrawal of her sviage od from Siberia 
gave the powers the idea that Japan 
was seeking something.

ITALY THREATENS 
UNITY ON TURKEY 


Serious Differenes Between Gio- 
litti and Llod George Re- 
ported in French Circles. ©

’ PARIS, July 31.—Italy, the third mem- 
ber of the Big Three, appears unwilling 
to help along the recent tendency to let 
the Supreme Council simmer down ‘to 
England and France. There are evi- 
dences that she is kicking over the 
traces. 

These evidences of dissatisfaction have 
been increasing in the last week, and, 
if reports in French circles are to be 
believed, Premier Lloyd George is much 
aggrieved and intends to have it all out 
with Premier Giolitti at a meeting in 
Switzerland next month. 

It is learned that Lloyd George sent 
off to Moscow a note framed at Bou- 
logne without receiving the Italian ap- 
proval for which he had asked and ex- 
pected. All along the Italians have 
backed the Prime Minister in his pro- 
gram of peace with the Soviets, and 
after Lloyd George had got Millerand’s 
halfway promise at Boulogne to attend 
his parley, if Poland were to be dis- 
cussed, the Pritne Minister said he 
would hold up the note to Moscow on 
that point until Italy could give her 
assent. He waited until Thursday night 
and sent the note anyhow. 

But it is on the Turkish treaty that 
the most serious differences hang. The 
Turkish defegates are in Paris waiting 
to sign the treaty, but the Allies are 
not ready, The treaty cedes to Italy 
the Dodecanese Islands. Italy in a s¢- 
cret agreement last year promised to 
hand them over to Greece, provided she 
got what she wanted in the Adriatic. 
However, they still remained in the 
treaty as going to Italy. Italy now de- 
cides that, not having got what she 
wants in the Adriatic—it is being re- 
ported today that the Italians have 
been driven from Valona-—has refused 
to live up to the private arrangement 
with Greece, and Greece therefore has 
refused to sign’ the Turkish treaty until 
she is sure of getting the Dodecanese 
Islands. England wi olds her signa- 
ture to protect Greece’s interest, and 
France, not thinking much of the treaty 
anyhow, has not much to say. 

In the meantime the Turks are at Ver- 
sailles and the unsigned treaty is being 
enforced in Syfia by French troops —_ 
in Thrace and Anatolia by Greek _troo: 
who are holding five times the Tur “4

—Production 
of coal in the United States, which has 
continued on -the upward trend since 
mid- » was halted by the strike in’ 
South: Illinois during the week of 

July 24, according to the weekly report 
issued today bythe United. States Geo- 
logical Survey. In the week énded July 
24 the output of soft. coal is estimated 


329,000 tons compared’ with the preced- 
ing week. ‘The decrease began on Fri- 
day and Saturday of the week of July 
24, and indications are that-in the week 
ended yesterday. it fell from 15;to 17 
per cent. . 

It is estimated that the preduction tor 
the week ended July. 31, judged. by: the 
work in the first three days. of the 
week, would not yield a total. production 
of nore than’ 9,000,000 tons, which ‘is 
more than a million tons less than the 
best average, and is about 539,000 tons 
less than the ‘coal mined in the-week of 
July 10. 

Production during the first 175 work- 
ing days of 1920 has been 293,550,000 net 
tons, which ig 17,000,000 tons behind 
that produced in the same period -in 
1917 and 37,000,000 t behind 1918, : but 
is 45,300,000 tons ahead'of 1919 

For. the week ended July 24, 1,767,000 
tons of anthracite coal were mined, 4s 
compared with 1,700,000 for the previous 
week, and 1,500,000 in the week of July 
10. While the production of hard coal 
is on the increase the weekly: production 
for the week ended’ July 24 is less than 
that produced in the same week of 1919, 
when it was 1,808,000 tons. *

ALTERED WHILE YOU WAIT. 

This is evidently going to be the 
most obliging’ Republican campaign 
ever heard of. Its sole aim is to 
please, and if anything it does fails 
to please, alterations will. be made 
while the people—the customers—wait. 
First we had the front;porch policy 
definitely fixed. Senator HarRDING 
gave it to be understood that he did 
not consider it either necessary or dig- 
nified to tour the country.

appeared that the candidate would not 
object ‘to speaking in two or three 
cities—say New York, Chicago, Min- 
neapolis., But- there would be no fur- 
ther, yielding. The bulk of the speak- 
ing would be hammock talks in 
Marion. Soon, however, Senator PEN- 
Rose and Chairman Hays discovered 
that this would not meet the popular 
taste at all. And now it is announced 
that Senator HarpING will go out and 
‘hustle for his election -jJust as if he 
were a wretched Democrat. And the 
Republican ‘Treasurer seizes the -occa- 
sion ‘to notify intending contributors 
that they need not keep their checks 
down to $1,000. That limit was Vir- 
tuously proclaimed in advance, but 
as the money is not coming forward 
as needed, the maximum acceptable 
will be-raised as high as you like. It 
is all most accommodating in the Re- 
publican managers. Perhaps they will 
soon be giving notice that money will 
be returned if the goods are not as 
advertised. A Bowery dealer in sec- 
nd-hand clothes could scarcely be 
more obsequious or insinuating. 








A RUSSIAN BONAPARTE? 
The rise of a Napoleon from the 
Russian revolution has been predicted 
for so long that it is well tobe a little 
cautious in. accepting the story that 


Poland is ignoring orders from the 

Soviet Government and that a Bolshe- 
vist army corps in the Caucasus has 
revolted. The former is a’ good deal 
more plausible .than the latter, but 
either needs a good deal’ of confirma- 
tion. There is no doubt, however, 
that the war against the, traditional 
enemy did much to arouse Russian 
national patriotism and military spirit. 
Whether or not BrusiLorr and other 
famous Generals of the old régime are 
playing any prominent part in the 
Russian offensive, there is no doubt 
that great numbers of officers are 
willingly fighting for LENIN against 
Poland who have no love for Com- 
munism, or even for the revolution. 

At any rate the situation lays one 
more burden upon allied statesmen. 
A powerful. army which thinks of 
Russia rather than of LENIN might 
eventually upsét or greatly alter th 
Bolshevist administration of the coun- 
try. On the other hand, it might be 
as dangerous to Poland and other bor- 
der States as the - ‘Bolsheviki. “Lani 
may quite possibly offer to let go of 
Poland ‘on condition that the: Allies 
recognize his Government. Mr. Kras- 
BIN, to be sure, insists that the eco- 
‘nomic negotiations with the great 
-Powers are entirely separate from re 
lations with the border States and that 
Russia will make a peace with Poland 
without interference fron other na- 
tions. But Poland is a hostage, and 
an extremely valuable one. The Allies 
must pay a high price if necessary to 
save the national existence of Poland, 
and Lenin, knowing this) is very mse 
ly to use his military advantage.

Europe until the 
Russians have got rid of Bolshevism. 








LITCHFIELD’S BICENTENARY. 

Thousands of motorists and ‘* Sum- 
mer people * have a kindly recollec- 
tion of the Connecticut town of Litch- 
field, rich in parks, spacious of elm- 
fringed streets; of its old houses, its 
air of quiet leisure and distinction. 
Far from an ancient town in the Nut- 
meg. sense, it is commemorating this 
week the two hundredth anniversary 
of its settlement, though it did not so 
early get its name, whose inserted 
**t’’ doesn’t keep it from recalling the 
antique Staffordshire cathedral town, 
Dr. JOHNSON and JOH ADDISON and 
Davy Garrick. Litchfield is far from 
being one of those American villages 
where, as MATTHEW ARNOLD said, 
rather superciliously, nothing ever has 
happened and nothing ever will hap- 
pen. It is prolific in historic memories 
and associations. 

To Litchfield in 1776 a once distin- 
guished figure of our Bowling Green, 
the statue of Gerorcz III., traveled, 
only to be melted and turned into 
bullets for the old Continentals in 
their ragged regimentals’ by | the 
women folk. Judge MReeEvr’s law 
school, the first of American law 
schools, established in 1784, had the 
art of producifig much more than its 
quota of famous men. JOHN C. CAL- 
HOUN, Levi WoopBuRY, JOHN M. CLAY- 
Ton plunged into Blackstone there. 

Litchfield is a delightful place to 
live in. It has been an auspicious; 
place to be born in. There ETHAN 
ALLEN—a peppery baby, probably— 
first breathed the vital air; and the 
Rev. JOHN” PIERPONT, whose verses 
used to be mouthed by boys of the 
’60s, nurtured on ‘‘ School Speakers,’’ 
and who was to be the ancestor of | 
more golden numbers; and CHARLES 
LorinGc Brace, the philanthropist, and 
the Wo.tcotts, variously renowned in 
many States and generations, and 
HENRY WaRD BEECHER and HARRIET 
BEECHER STOWE. 

Nobly has Litchfield played her part 
in the world; a little village, mother 
of sons and daughters unforgettable. 
Nor should her early share in ad- 
Vanced instruction for women be 
neglected, A hundred years ago the 
Litchfield Female Seminary, founded 
by SARAH Pierce in, 1792, was famous 
and excellent in art. The commemo- 
ration began yesterday and lasts four 
days. ‘‘ We desire all our guests to 
** feel as much at home as if they were 


‘*on the premises,’ says The Litch-| 


field Enquirer, ‘‘ and promise them 
** that there will be no midway and 
‘* carnival features, and that they will 
** not be pestered by men wishing to 
** sell them all sorts of things in order 
‘* to fatten their own pockets.’’ Litch- 
field is ‘‘ old school,”’ and has a proper 
sense of her historical and scenic 
dignity. \ e 








THE PAN AMERICAN COLLEGE OF 
COMMERCE. 

The Panama Legation at Washing- 
ton ‘has just meade public a plan of 
the Government of Panama which 
promises to be fruitful in the increase 
of commerce and comity among the 
Central, South and North Ameri- 
can Republics, On Jam 1 the Pan 
American College of Commerce will 
begin its courses of thorough study, 
two of six months every year, in all 
branches of business and economic re- 
lation between the sister republics.

Under the in- 
fluence of ideas exactly the reverse, all 
the great commanders of history have 
led their ‘armies and fleets to victory. 

If there is any one fact! that history 
proves more clearly than any other fact, 
it is that any fighting force, in order to 
serve the purpose for which its nation 
maintains it, must be drilled as a single 
fighting force, ‘The reason that a club 
is so effective as a weapon is because 
it is not a loose aggregation of mole- 
cules, ‘weakly held together, but a com- 
pact and coherent mass, all of whose 
particles are firmly held together, each 
part supporting every othen part and 
forming together a single unit, which 
can be directed to a given definite pur- 
pose.

RAYMOND ROBINS ANSWERS. 


Denial That Confidential Papers 
Were Supplied by Him to Trotzky. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The absurdities so frequently pub- 
lished regarding men and events in the 
Russian revolution are so insignificant 
and unimportant in the revolutionary 
struggle of a great people that one may 
well. ignore such absurdly.false and 
“Thearsay statements as that of Professor 
Milyoukoff, to the effect that I brought 
out of Russia a carload of platinum to 
finance a world revolution. This story 
is no more absurd than the false and 
ridiculous ** conclusion ’’ of Ambassador 
Francis to the effect that, if his in- 
formant was not mistaken either I or 
‘one of my attachés must have given to 
Trotzky. the -confidential diplomatic 
message which was used by Trotzky as 
the basis of a most virulent attack 
upon the American Ambassador, the 
American Red Cross and. Americans 
generally. This conclusion, which is 
stated in the introduction written by 
Mr. Frangfs to a book recently pub- 
lished, has been repeated at least twice 
in your columns. 

Although I assume it was intended as 
an attack upon meé, it carried a false 
and cowardly slur .upon the integrity 
and loyalty of honorable men with 
whom I was privileged’to be associated 
in Russia. I did.not give this message 
f to Trotzky, as the Ambassador sees fit 
to conclude upon hearsay evidence, nor 
did any of my associates. The message 
in question was filed in the’ regular 
way, long before Mr. Kolpaschnikoff’s 
arrest, in the records of the American 
Red Cross in Russia. It was ‘written 
on thin paper and-pasted, with other 
messages, in a book which was con- 
stantly in the custody of the secretary 
of the mission, and ‘was kept by him, 
with other records, in an iron safe.

YACHTING 


Another series.of races for the his- 
toric America’s Cup has come and gone. 
That old trophy remains here to await 
another: gttempt to wrest our laurels 
from us as the leaders-of the world in 
designing, building and sailing yachts. 

In ‘this last attempt, Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton with his fourth Shamrock came 
nearer accomplishing the chief object of 
his life than he or any other challenger 
ever did before. He took the first two 
races. -On only one occasion did any 
other yacht ever take even a. solitary 
race, and that when the Livonia was. de- 
clared the victor in 1871 after the Co- 
lumbia met with a mishap. Sir Thomas 
might have won had the two yachts 
raced on that memorable day, one week 
@go last Saturday, when there was a 
blow and ee sea off Sandy Hook, 
for’ it was general belief’ that the 
challénger had @ better chance of hold- 
ing together than the defender. In ad- 
dition, the challenger permitte a 
reef, and she carried one that day, 
while that was not possible with Reso- 


lute’s mainsail. P 
However, as_they both made the most 
ef the Race Committee’s intimation that 
it might not be any day to race — 
Sandy Hook, no one can gay What migh' 
have happened, but most followers or 
the sport agree that if America’s Cup 
yachts as at present designed and con- 
octet are unsuited to encounter such 
w as existed off the Hook that day, 
then it is time conditions be changed so 
a to insure seaworthy, ‘serviceable 
er: 

Unfortuna ely, the reason given for 
calling of the race was that the men 
were in. dz r of being washed over- 
board. That indicates a certain personal 
fear, Most of those who sailed aboard 
the contestants have been vut in worse 
Weathert.and in greater personal danger 
then they would have been ,aboard 
either Shamroek IV. or Resolute” on that 
day. As one tho hly experienced 
American sailorman sa the crew had 
little occasion to be down to leeward 
and. if théy had to go there they could 
have lines attached to them to insure 
against any possibility of being washed 
overboard. 

It is safe to say that-had the 23-meter 
| Shamrock heen iy the race she would 
have been out, and would have ridden 
the storm like a duck, while the crew 
would not haye thought anything of it, 
| and yet she has not much greater pro- 
' tection against. being washed overboard 
than the other two yachts. It was the 
flimsy hulls or freakish riggin that the 
officials, may have feare ere some 
conditions embodied which called for 
heavier scantlings—a sturdier yacht, 
‘and one with a saner ‘rig—then it is 
| probable that there would be many who 
'would be glad to build cup defenders 
i which would have some useful purpose 
after they had served their initial :tuty 
‘of defending or contending for the cup. 

At the same time, there should be 
fall the chance in the world for naval 
; architectural skill to triumph; for it 
; requires quite as much skill, if not 
more, to design a sturdy craft within 
certain restrictions than it does to go 
,the limit, regardless. Some will say 
that the purpose is to build the -speed- 
iest craft, possible.

by United States. 





PLEDGE MADE BY WILSON 


He Promised, Congress Willing, to 
Pay for Seizures in Excess of 
4 American Losses. 
—_—

PARIS, Aug. 1.—Under the arrange- 
ments made by President Wilson, the 
United. States—subject to the approval 
of the cldim by Congress—owes the Rep- 
aration Commission for some 300,000 
tons of German shipping now held in 
America. If a_ settlement had been 
made last year the -obligation would 
have been much larger than now. If 
the United States should refuse to honor 
the President's agréement to the ar- 
rangement for the division~of the former 
German ships there would be no way in 
which it could be forced to make the 
payment. 

The Allies have just decided to- liqui- 
date the’ shipping. situation, and they 
would like to know what Washington is 
going to do about America’s share. 

When the question of the German ships 
came up.at the Peace Conference there 
were with regard to America two con- 
ditions which appeared to be conflicting. 
It had been decided by the allied peace- 
makers that Germany should be made to 
replace, so far as she could, the ship- 
ping which she hag sunk by her sub- 

marine campaigns. To do that the ships 
owned by Germany were to be distrib- 
uted among the Allies in proportion to 
their sea losses in merchant ships. This 
was one condition. The other was that 


each nation was conceded to have a right 
to the enemy ships seized tn wartime: 


Wilson-Lloyd George Agreement. 


Because America had seized German 
ships much in excess of the number she 
had lost, an‘l because the other Allies, 
notably England, had seized much less 
tonnage than they had-lost, there was a 
certain incoasistency in these two condi- 
tions. . Recognizing this, President Wil- 
son and Premier Lloyd George set about 
to make a mutuaily satisfactory ar- 
rangement. In May, 191), they signed 
a agreement which in effect said: 
First, that the question of shipping 
reparation should. be separated from 
other reparation. accounts; second, that. 
while the principle of ton for ton and 
class for class replacement should stand, 
nevertheless the United States should 
keep all the German ships it had seized, 
but should pay to the Reparation Com- 
mission the value of all enemy tonnage 
iz held over,and above what it had lost 
in the war. It was specified by Presi- 
dent Wilson that this agreement was 
subject to thé approval of Congress. 


Not Yet Approved ‘by Congress. 


This arrangement has not been ap- 
proved by Ccngress. The allied plans 
for the settlement of the ‘ship accoypnt 
have been several times delayed because 
of the American factor. At Spa it was 
cecided that the account would have to 
be liquidated, and that ‘the Allies would 
proceed to do so by the. sale of the 
fcrmer German ships at current prices. 
This so-called sale is merely a matter 
of bookkeeping for fixing the value of 
the ships. -They will be assigred to the 
various Allies in proportion to the 
iatter’s war losses,’ and the American- 
held ships-will be left out of the ac- 
counting for the present. 

Roughly speaking, America seized 
600,000 tons of German shipping. While 
she was at war with German she lost 
-something like 300,000\tons. That would 
leave 300,000 tons to be paid for, ac- 
cording ‘to the terms of the Wilson- 
Lloyd George agreement. At the time 
the arrangement was made shipping was 
worth in the world market about. $180 
per ‘ton, which would have made the 
bill about $54,000,000. At the present 
| price ot about $80 per ton it is about 
| $24,000,000. 
| Bill May Kun to» $30,000,000. 


At any rate, the fact remains that if 
the Wilson-Lloyd George agreement is 
lived up to America owes from $20,- 
000,000 to $30,000,000 to ‘the Reparation 
Commission. 

It is the allied view that it is no valid 
argument to say that America might 
offset this amount by her claims against 

rmany. For, the allied experts say, 
the Wilson-Lloyd George agreement wd, 
pressly separates shipping from other 
reparation items, and it was President 
' Wilson's understanding. that any claims 
'of American nationals against Germany 
| could be gettled out of the accounts of 
| property seized by the American Alien 
Property. Custodian, and that America 
would have no claim wpon the general. 
allied reparation fund. This view gains 
force from the fact that in the -recent 
final apportionment of German repara- 
nee payments America did not figure at

SHAMROCK IV. SEEN 
‘ BY 35,000 VISITORS 


Crowds Swarm About Challenger, 
~ Which Goes to City Island 
Today. 


Shamrock IV., Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
unsuccessful challenger for the Ameri- 
ca’s Cup, attracted, according to police 
estimates, 35,000 visitors yesterday at 
her berth alongside -ef the Municipal 
Pier in‘ the Hudson River at Ninety-sixth 
Street, where the Irish baronet had her 
brought so that all who wished could 
inspect her. 

The crowds came afoot, 
motor boat and in private touring cars 
and limousines, many of them -bearings 
license numbers of New Jersey, .Con- 
necticut, Masgachusetts. and_ other 
States. It took a score of police re- 
serves from the West 100th Stree Sta- 
tion to handle the visitors and keep 
them from swarming onto the frail deck 
of the green sloop In sucn numbers that 
there would be danger of the déck’s col- 
lapsing. 

No part of the ‘‘ mystery boat ’’ was 
closed to the visitors. They handled 
the wheel, pulled on the .halyards, 
tramped all over the deck and even 
went below cccks, where they poked into 
the piles of once cherished Katsey sails. 
There was none of the rules that usually 
apply to public exhibitions. Umbrellas 
and canes were ‘taken aboard and even 
dogs were allowed. Before night the 
once spotless deck was littered with 
mud, but nobody seemed to care. 

The 23-meter Shamrock, brought here 
to take = in the trial races with the 
cup challenger, lay astern of Shamroc 
IV:, but .no one was allowed to boar 
her. The smaller Shamrock is beauti- 
fully appointed and has bright, 
nish decks. It is said that Sir 
Thoms Lipton is considering several 
gffers for her. 

This morning both Shamrocks will 
proceed to City Island to be dismantled 
and those who are on the city pier early 
enough, may have a chance to see them 
partially dismdntled. The lofty top- 
masts of both sloops will have to be 
lowered to permit theni to pass under 
the East -River bridges on their way to 
City Island, where the challenger, it is 
believed, will be scrapped. 

The only disappointment the visitors 
had was that if failed to get a 
glimpse of Sir omas Lipton, who 
spent a busy day ‘at receptions’ and din- 
ners in his honor. here and in Brooklyn. 
Early in the afternoon the Irish Baronet 
with a party of eight, motored to the 
Atlantic Yacht Club in Sea Gate, where 
they dined. Then they motored through 
vag A Island to Brighton Beach, where 
the oyal Ulster yachtsman and his 
friends took a’ walk on the beach, with 
Policeman Thomas Craddock as _ their 
guide.

There 1s, pernapa, no betier guide to the 
true character of the pending building 
construction movement than is that or 
the wholesale or jobbing window glass 
department, says the Dow Service red 
Building Reports. Here the demand has 
been lessening almost continuously dur- 
ing the last three to four weeks, with 
practically the pre peerance of ' esti- 
mates being figured ior commercial 
building construction, most of which, by 
the way, is on work that has long been 
projected, often even as long ago as the 
early part of the war years, but which 
is just now coming into active opera- 
tion. 

Under’ ordinary conditions general 
slackening of demand would presage 
lowering of prices and upon this theory 
many prospective builders ard deferring 
current projects. Others believe that in 
protest against the increasing cost of 
building materials they will indefinitely 
postpone building operations. These two 
thoughts are responsible for lightening 
the volume of new construction projects, 
here and elsewhere. 

But counter-balancing this policy is 
the more insistent and far-sighted one 
recently adopted by big building inter- 
ests, mostly for commercial projects, 
wherein, after studying production con- 
ditions at \building material manufac- 
turing’ sara age kor | have come into the 
market premium offerings for all 
the pon they can get, price being a 
secondary consideration. 

Therefore, -in the face of lessening de- 
mand, the actual price quotations on 
building materials are moving up. The 
answer to this enigmatic situation is 
different according to the department 
scrutinized. In glass, it is because re- 
sumption of manufacture will not take 

lace until the middle of next nfonth. 

n.cement, it is because production has 
poten in many locations because coal 
has been advanced in price so that no- 
tices last week were issued to cement 
manufacturers in the Lehigh Valley, 
which. supplies this market, that heavy 
advances in rates for power would be- 
come effective with August accounts. 

Brick. manufacturers aré turning out 
as much ag they can with the available 
gg ge; but they will not be able
